Chair Reports 


Repeater Tech/Site 
Vacuum Tubes Available: 


PARC has over 5K vacuum tubes available to members for use in restoring antique radios. They are 
mostly 6 and 12 Volt receiving tubes but do include some higher-powered transmitting and audio specialty 
tubes. 


Comment: Remember vacuum tubes operate on a completely different basis than solid-state devices. In 
transistor circuitry, the DC current flows from positive to negative or “conventional current flow”. However, 
in vacuum tube circuits the hot filaments/cathodes emit negatively charged electrons that flow from 
negative to the positive potential on the plates.
